Terrible March Tlirongli Snow 
and Water in Face of Am- 
bushed Foes. 



London, Dec. 10. — Liter details were 
received to day of the march of General 
Westmacotl'e brigade down Bara Valley. 
A despatch from the correspondent of 
the Reuter Telegram Compauy, at 
Manni, dated December 1-1 says: 

" The troopB had to march in a river 
bod, 500 yards wide, the Btrearn being 
swollen with buow. On the right were 
sheep ranges and bush covered spurs 
reaching up to the snow level. U:i the 
left were chfl'j, and all the heights were 
occupied. The motley baggage 
train, gaunt, emoked-besrlmmed 
stretcher-bearers, and overloaded 
ammunition ponies, and the crowds of 
camp followpre, were all mined in inex-, 
tricable confusion, a eeething, struggling' 
maBS, wading knee and waist-deep, 
ao.nr.ed onward by the knowledge that a 
relentless foe was in the rear. 

" In the faces of all, black and white, 
waa seen the look which indicates that 
tho men have hud enough of war and 
want the respite." 

AN ACTOit ASSASSINATED. 

William Tcrriss Fatally Stabbed nt Hie 
Entrance of the Adelplil Theatre. 

London, Dec. 16.— William Terriss.the 
well-known actor, was assassinated, be- 
ing stabbed with a knife, as he was 
entering the stage door of tho Adelphi 
theatre to-night, for the performance of 
Secret Service." His assailant is sup- 
posed to baa former super. The assas- 
sin rushed at the actor as he waB step- 
ping across the pavement from his cab 
and Btabbed him jiiBt below the heart. 

:Vh Terrisa fell the murderer waa eeized 
by the onlookers. The wounded man 
was carried into tho theatre, and doctors 
were called from the Charing Cross Iiob- 
pital, hut the wound, which was very 
deep, proved fatal, and the actorexpired 
in fifteen minutes. The assassin had the 
appearance of a foreigner, and wore a 
long cloak. Terries fell shouting " My 
God, he's stabbed me, don't let him 
escape." The assassin then drew the 
dagger and made a second plunge at his 
victim, before he was seized by the spec- 
tators, of whom there iB always a crowd 
about the stage entrance to witness the 
arrival of the actors. 



DAWSON'S FOOD SUPPLY. 

Prediction That March Will See It Ex- 
hausted, But the Canadian Govern- 
ment Not Uneasy. 

Washington, Dec. 15. — Senator Mc- 
Bride, of Oregon, haB received the fol- 
lowing from E. P. Ash, who arrived at 
Portland on November 30, direct from 
Dawson: " I know that the eupply of 
provisions in Dawson City cannot last 
longer than the middle of March. No 
Bupplies can reach the interior by ordin- 
ary conveyances until next June, and I 
believe it will require the resources of 
the United States government to equip 
an expedition strong enough to over- 
come the obstacles of a midwinter jour- 
ney. This expedition Bhould be author- 
ized at o^ce, rb it will take from forty to 
fifty days to reach Dawson City from 
Dyea or Skagway. I tun certain that 
there will be intense Buffering unless re- 
lief ia at once provided for." 

Ottawa, Dee. 10. — The government 
have intimated to Capt. Pratt, who haB 
been here on behalf of the authorities at 
Washington, that Canada can deal with 
the needs of Dawson City so far as the 
predicted food supply for the coming 
season is concerned. From statements 
authoritatively made by Capt. 1'ratt it 
is leazned that the United States gov- 
ernment is not likely to defer to the 
agitation being worked up from Seattle 
and San Francisco for the closing of the 
sub-port of Dyea, or to take any other 
Bteps calculated to inconvenience travel- 
lers to the Yukon starting from Can- 
adian points. 

DUKEANT SENTENCED AGAIN. 

This Time for January 7, but He Thinks He 
Will Never Be Hanged. 

San .Francisco, Dec. 16. — Theodore 
Durrant, in an interview says: "I will 
never be hanged." He waB sentenced 
yesterday morning by Superior Judge 
Bahrs, for the fourth timo, the date of 
execution being set for Januarv 7. Hie 
attorneys made a desperate efl'jrt to se- 
cure further delay and pave the way for 
another appeal to the Supreme court, 
but Judge BahrB waB inexorable . and 
over-ruled each and everv objection 
made to the proceedings. Durrant was 
in court and carried himself with his 
customary coolness. An immense 
crowd flocked to the court room and 
tilled the corridors of the city hall.

Many features of the crime and 
its accompanying incidents recalled the 
tragic deaths of Minnie Williams and 
Blanche Lamont. The victim is sup- 
posed to be Mrs. Mary C. Clute, a 
wealthy resident of Watsouville, Cal. 
She had just rented a flat from Mrs. 
Hlanchard. A noise of carpet laying was 
heard by people on the lower flat. All 
at once the tacking ceased. All waa 
quiet for a time, then a terrible scream 
waa heard. The occupants of tho lower 
flat became alarmed and started to in- 
vestigate. Going up stairs, her dead 
body was found. Joseph Foley, a car- 
pet layer has been arrested. 

A Lover's Suicide. 
New York, Dec. 10. — Beverley Ward, 
jr., a young man well known in New- 
York society, died suddenly at the club 
house of tho Bal Tusrol Golf Club, near 
Short Hills, N. J., tO;day. It is Baid 
that his death was caused by poison. 
Young Mr. Ward was found dead in bed. 
He waB 22 years of age. Deceased had 
been melancholy siuco the announce- 
ment of the engagement of a prominent 
youug lady, to whom he had been atten- 
tive, to another man.

Ottawa, Dec. 10. — Letters were re- 
ceived at the militia department to-day 
from the officers of the Sixty-sixth Bat- 
talion, Halifax, withdrawing their resig- 
nations, which accordingly will be re- 
turned. 

A warrant is out for the arrest of Rob- 
ert Stevenson, president of the Granite 
Creek Mining Company, for obtaining 
money under false pretences. It is 
cluimod that Stevenson obtained a $1,200 
diamond ring from Miss Christina 
Christie of this city, in exchange for 
seven Bhares in a mining company, 
which shares he represented to be worth 
$700. Miss Christie says he guaranteed 
that the investment would realize her 40 
per cent, of profit. She received no re- 
turns, and has placed the matter in the 
hands of a solicitor, with instructions to 
proceed against Stevenson for fraud. 
Stevenson was here yeBterday. 

E. E, Sheppard, trade commissioner 
to South America, writing to the depart- 
ment of trade and commerce, Btates that 
he does not believo there ia any possi- 
bility of lucrative trade between Canada 
and Brazil, owing to the depressed con- 
dition of the finances of Brazil. Mr. 
Sheppard eaya he believes a crisis ia im- 
pending in Brazil both politically and 
commercially. 

Municipal ownership has become a 
live issue in Ottawa owing to the desire 
of a new electric lighting company to do 
business in this city. In place of grant- 
ing this permission it is proposed that 
the city Bhould acquire the franchise of 
the existing electric and gas companies. 

MANITOBA AND NORTHWEST. 

Buffalo for the National Fark— Cattle Ship- 
ments-A Dakota Embezzler. 

Winnipeg, Dec. 10. — (Special) — It ia 
announced that Lord Strathcoua haB 
presented his entire herd of buffalo, now 
on hiB farm at Silver Heights, near this 
city, to the Dominion government to be 
placed in the National Park at Banff. 
Commissioner McCreary is now ar- 
ranging for the removal of theanimale. 

Gordon and Ironsides ship their last 
cattle for the season to Great Britain to- 
morrow. This firm has shipped 27,000 
head up to date this year. 

A man named A. T. Wood, of St. 
Thomas, N.D., htiB been arrested here 
on a charge of embezzlement preferred 
by the United States authorities. He 
will fight extradition. 

Brakeman Nick Nixon, while making 
a coupling in the yard at Rennie, this 
morniug, was killed by a piece of timber 
on a flat car crushing his head against a 
box car, killing him instantly. His 
body waa taken to Rat Portago. 



THE "MAIL" WORKED UP. 

Financial Methods of the Ontario Govern- 
ment Severely Dealt With. 

Toronto, Dec. 10.— (Special) — The 
Mail publiBheB a three-col umu sensation- 
al article under the heading •' Financial 
situation of tho province," The point 
of the article goes to show that the fig- 
ures of the budget just delivered are 
fraudulent ; that the assets are padded, 
and that debts are concealed in order to 
cover the deficiencies ; that cbbD and 
bonds to the amount of $1,297,879 have 
disappeared under the Liberal regime; 
that the debt is increasing annually by 
hundreds of thousands, and that a pro- 
vincial audit would Bhow a moat serious 
condition of affairs.

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SEALING HOLIDAY BILL. 



Congress Passes the Measure. After 
Violent Threats of ltetaLiiition 
on Canada. 



Argument That the Dominion Could 
Be Coerced Through the Bond- 
ing Privilege. 



■\Vasihnotok, Dec. 10. — Tn the house of 
representatives this afternoon, Mr. Hitt, 
chairman of the committee on foreign af- 
fairs, secured unanimous consent for the 
consideration of the bill proposed by the 
Senate yesterday to prohibit pelagic sein- 
ing by citizens of the United States. He 
explained its scope and purpose and the 
necessity for its enactment. Mr. Hopkins, 
(Ills.) thought that a time limit should he 
placed on- the operation of the act so that 
in case the negotiations should collapse 
American citizens would not be at a disad- 
vantage. 

Mr. ilitt said the United States govern- 
ment did not admit that pelagic sealing 
was a right. It was a barbarity. We were 
pressing upon Great Britain negotiations 
lor. protection of the seals that the govern- 
ments had already agreed to. If we were 
sincere we would pass this measure. 

Mr. Johnson, (N.l).,) made a vigorous 
speech of an hour in opposition to the bill, 
lie said he had been humiliated and 
shamed by the complete surrender of 
American rights and honor at the Paris 
tribunal. He was particularly sarcastic in 
his reference to Hon. John Foster, who he 
termed the "groat surrenderor," so great 
was his reputation in this line that China 
had paid him $100,000 for surrendering to 
Japan. He created much amusement by 
enumerating some of the expenses of the 
Paris tribunal, and said ho did not marvel 
that the experts, who had already made so 
much out of the government, should desire 
to keep un an agitation which permitted 
them to draw big salaries and rove the 
world at the expense of the pub- 
lic. Mr. Johnson, as another phase of the 
question, described the destruction of food 
hsh by the seals. The recent increase 
the catch at the fisheries on the Pacific 
coast and Alaska he attributed to the 
diminution of the seal herd. If these 
wolves of the sea had been exterminated, 
he said, we would not be sending relief to 
the miners in Alaska. Each seal requires 
ten pounds of fish a day. The coast of 
Alaska would become the greatest cod 
fishery in the world ifthese enemies of I lie 
fish were destroyed. 

Mr. Hepburn, Iowa, expressed the opin- 
ion that the United States had the power 
at any time to compel Canada to adjust 
this whole question as totheseals. Pelagic 
sealing was not worth more than £'2o0,000 
per annum . The bonding privilege granted 
to Canadian roads, over which we had ab- 
solute control, is worth twenty times as 
much to Canada as the right of pelagic seal- 
ing. He advocated retaliation as the 
weapon to be used to bring Canada to 
terms, and said he couhl not understand 
why it had not already been employed. 

Mr. Loud, California, in opposition to the 
bill, argued that if American citizens were 
to be bound, it was advisable that they 
should he bound jointly with the subjects 
of Great Britain. 

Mr. Hitt answered some of the criticisms 
which had been advanced. The admitted 
evil of the present system, he said, was 
pelagic sealing, which evil resulted in the 
killing of .'30.000 seals annually. And yet 
the gentleman from N. D. [Johnson], pro- 
posed to meet this evil of a partial slaughter 
by an absolute slaughter of the entire seal 
herd. Was this a humane proposition 
from a government which was urging 
humanity on other nations ? Mr. Hitt re- 
ferred to tin: barbarity of the practice of 
killing the defenceless seal pups. After 
further debate, the bill was passed; \cas 
1 IS, nays 78. 

STORMS ON IRISH COAST. 

The Great Atlantic Liners Report Terrific 
Weather Causing General 
Delays. 

tifEENSTOWK, Dec. Hi.— Tin! violent 
weather which has prevailed for several 
days along the Irish coast continues with- 
out abatement.

HERMAN AliMV REFORMS. 

Bill to Remodel the Procedure at Military 
Trials Now Under Discussion. 

Bkri in, Dec. lfJ.— In the reiclrslng to-day 
i he debate over the bill foi the reform of the 
military judicial proced lire was commenced. 
The imperial chancellor, Prince Hohonlohe, 
declari d i hat the measure introduced the 
system of oral direct procedure, and while 
separating the duties of the judge, prosecu- 
tor, and delining counsel, it airorded means 
ol redress by way of complaint, appeal or 
revision. The final decision would rest 
willi tribunals and actual trial would he 
public, except w hen public interests or the 
military service would stiller thereby. Any 
further assimilation to the civil code was 
precluded by military considerations.

ALPHONSE DAUDET. 

The Celebrated French Author Suddenly 
Closes a Brilliant Career. 

Paris, Dec. 16. — Alpho'nse Daudet is 
dead. He expired ;at S o'clock this even- 
ing. He was dining with his family and 
was in excellent spirits when ho was seized 
with a midden syncope. Physicians were 
summoned but he died almost immedi- 
ately. 

The late M. Daudet was born at Nitnes, 
of poor parents, May 13, 1S-10. Afterstudy- 
ing in the Lyceum, la Lyons, he became an 
usher in a school at Alais, and did the 
drudgery of that humble calling for two 
years. In 1857, with his brother Ernest, he 
went to Paris to try to gain a livelihood by 
literary pursuits. His tirst publication was 
a volume of poems entitled " Les Amour- 
euaes," which appeared in 1S5S, and won 
for him a reputation that led to his employ- 
ment on several newspapers. The Figaro 
opened its columns to a description of 
'• I.es Gtiox do Province," in which he de- 
picted viith extreme earnestness and fidel- 
ity, the miseries and sull'erings of the ush- 
ers in provincial schools. He wrote also 
for the stage with success. 

A PAPAL ENCYCLICAL. 

Address of His Holiness to Canadian 
llishops on the Way— The Schroeder 
Case Referred to. 

Biu'sskls, Dec, 10.— Le Patriot, the 
Catholic organ, says the Pope's encyclical 
to the Canadian bishops is already en 
route. 

His Holiness expresses bis regrets at the 
existing divisions of opinion in the church 
in America, instancing the circumstances 
accompanying the withdrawal of Mon- 
signor Schroeder. He exhorts both sides to 
union, charity and subordination of priv 
ate interests to the imperious exigencies of 
the church. Alter formally enjoining 
acquiescence in the decision the bishop ar- 
rived al in the Schroeder case, His llolli- 
nessadds: " Above all, wdiat I demand is 
silence. The inflammatory polemics of 
newspapers rend my heart."

OPERATIONS ON 'CHANGE. 

Dearer Money Puts an End to Speculation 
for the Time Being. 

New Voiik, Dec. 15. — The hardening of 
the rate for call money has taken the heart 
out of speculation for the time being. The 
rate for call money held firm at :j per cent, 
all day until near the close of the stock 
market, when there were transactions at 2 
per cent, with offering at 1%, It is the 
general belief in banking circles that call 
money will not rule below :i per cent, be- 
fore the end of the year and may rule 
higher The accumulation of funds "in an- 
ticipation of January disbursements of 
dividends and interest will make further de- 
mands on the money market. Hates lor time 
money for shorter periods were marked up 
to-day as well as those for call money, the 
quotations being 3J4 to I per cent, for sixty 
and ninety days. Although there is still 
some movement of currency to points in 
the South and West, the stiffening of the 
money rate here was reflected in a rise in 
the rates of domestic exchange on Xew 
York at interior points. The rates for 
sterling exchange also responded sharply, 
posted rates falling % and actual rates % of 
a cent. The calling of some of these loans 
has apparently put some stock exchange 
operators to inconvenience, but there is 
not yet apparently any very strenuous de- 
mand for money. 

The ICvening Post says: The conflicting 
nature of the various elements in the situa- 
tion were accurately reflected on to-day's 
stock markets. Money has grown com- 
paratively tight, but sterling exchange is 
falling. Prices have been advanced by 
venturesome speculators, but the advance 
has brought no outside realizing sides. 
Against, the danger of a violent upward 
movement of prices in December must be 
set the widely prevalent belief that the 
market will go nvrn higher.

Vancouver, Doc. 10. — Yesterday was the 
time set by Mr. Justice McColl when, as 
the commissioner appointed by the minis- 
ter of justice to investigate certain charges 
made against County Court Judge Spinks, 
he would be at Vernon to conduct the in- 
quiry. Accordingly the commissioner was 
there at the appointed hour, as was also 
Judge Spinks ; Mr. L. Henderson, of New 
Westminster, representing the Dominion 
government, and Mr. Charles Wilson, (J.. 
Con behalf of Judge Spinks. No one, 
however, appeared, so a telegram received 
here last evening says, on behalf of the 
complainants. The Commissioner, there- 
fore, dismissed the case with such com- 
ments as were certainly very appropriate to 
such extraordinary conduct on the part of 
those who had alleged there was cause for 
an investigation and yet failed at the ap- 
pointed time to appear and substantiate the 
charges. 

NEWS OF THE KOOTENAY. 

A Smelter for Nakusp— Rossland By-La-.vn 
In Danger— Kaslo Debentures Sold 
in Toronto. 

(From the Nelson Tribune.) 
Despite the proceedings at the Noble 
Five meeting at Sandon, when the share- 
holders decided to borrow another $150,000 
andTosuine work, the property is i» the 
hands of a liquidator, (ieorge McDonald, 
the book-keeper, has been appointed to 
wind up the concern by sale or otherwise 
with dispatch. 

II. 1.. Simmons has secured twenty acres 
near Nakusp for a smeller site, and has 
also secured the water rights in that vicin- 
ity lor the use of the proposed smelter. 
Mr Simmons suys that it is the intention 
ol himself and ass ciates toerect a smelter 
on the site. It will be a plant similar in 
some respects to the one at Trnil. 

Although the decision of the court has 
not been announced it is generally cm- 
ceded that Justice McColl will quash the 
Rossland money by-law, which provides 
for the sale of $50,000 worth of llossland 
debentures. The court held that the con- 
dition making the loan a lirst mortgage 
against the corporation was illegal and 
sufficient in itself to quash the by-law, 
while the clause naming the loan company 
as the depository of the sinking fund and 
interest was an "attempt at evasion of the 
statutes which could not be tolerated. 

The Fort Steele Prospector says that

M. J. Haney has resigned the superintend- 
ency of the Crow's Nest railway construc- 
tion.

AN ENEMY OF THE WEST. 

For a time tho Toronto Globe Beemed 
diapoeed to take a reasonable and on the 
whole favorable view of all matters re- 
lating to the development of Pacific 
coast interests, but for some undisclosed 
reason, it has lately gone oil" on the other 
tack, and may be fairly characterized as 
an enemy of the West. Its enmity was 
exhibited in its method of treating the 
demands of this province for additional 
railway facilities. Though it is well 
known that in all other parts of the 
Dominion railway construction has been 
liberally aided out of the federal treas- 
ury, and although it is also well aware 
that British Columbia has been an ex- 
ceptionally large contributor to the rev- 
enue of Canada, paying very far beyond 
its duo proportion, the Globe has taken 
the position that the province must be 
content to regard the expenditure on the 
Pacific railway aa meeting all the just 
demands of its people in respect to 
railway subsidies. Later it gave as a 
reason for opposing further assistance 
to British Columbia railways, that there 
■was a difference of opinion as regards the 
best routes for new roads, and that the 
people of Eastern Canada could not be 
expected to determine questions of 
route through a province about which 
they know very little. Its latest exhib- 
ition of hostility to the West is con- 
tained in an article dealinc with the 
Klondyke gold fields. If the design of 
the Globe ia simply to prevent a mad 
rush of ill-prepared and totally inexperi- 
enced people into the wilds of the 
Yukon, it has been very unhappy in its 
language. Speaking of the routes it 
classes the Stickeen route with a mis- 
cellaneous lot, some of which no one 
would ever think of attempting, such for 
example as an imaginary route from 
Port Simpson. Then it mentions the 
■outfitting trade and tells its readers that 
the bulk of it ia being done at Seattle. 
In the whole article there ia not a single 
■lino to suggest that there are any advan- 
tages in buying goods in Canada, but 
the reader is left with the impression 
that none really exists. 

We v, ould have supposed that in a paper 
like the Globe, which pretendB to voice 
Canadian sentiment and to be at the 
front in everything, Canadian interests 
could have found space for at loaat a 
single sentence pointing out that the 
Klondyke and other Yukon territory 
now Bought by prospectors ia in Canada, 
and that in view of the duties to be paid 
on Buppliea coming from the United 
States and the prices of poods in thiB 
country it is to the advantnge of every 
one to buy their goods in Canada. This 
ie a matter vhich does not concern the 
British Columbia cities only, for every 
wholesale merchant, every manufacturer 
and every farmer in the East ia inter- 
ested in it. The question is whether we 
shall retain the great trade to bo devel- 
oped on the Yukon or allow it to bt 
snatched from us by our Southern rivals. 
We have not a word of fault to find with 
those rivalfl for the energy displayed by 
them in seeking to capture this trade. 
We admire it, except when it leadethem 
to make deceptive statements to the pub- 
lic, but we think we have good cause to 
complain when tho efforts of the British 
Columbia papers to retain for Canada 
the advantages of the ownership 
of tha Yukon are not only not second- 
ed, but are thwarted by a paper of the 
circulation and position of the Globe. 
Throughout this whole agitation for 
Canadian interests the Globe haB been 
Bilent until now, and what it has aaid 
would have been better left unsaid. 

HOGGISH NESS WILL NOT WIN. 

The British Columbia Board of Trade 
took action yesterday in regard to the 
exactions imposed at Dyea upon Can- 
adians entering the Yukon by that 
route. The customs officer there re- 
quires personB with Canadian goods 
either to pay a duty of 30 pet cent, or to 
take on escort, whoso charge is $6 per 
day, besides hiB board, and who will be 
with him for nine or ten days on an 
average. As tho duties aro leas than 
this charge, most persons prefer to pay 
them, whereupon their goods go forward 
in the same manner as United States 
products, and when they reach the Can- 
adian frontier are subject to I ho Can- 
adian duty of nearly tho Eamo amount 
as that paid at Dyea. If this sort of 
thing is allowed to continue, it ia ovi- 
dent that it will bo hopeless for Can- 
adian cities to expect to do any outfit- 
ting for miners going by this route. 

The course recommended by the Board 
of Trade ia tljat the Dominion govern- 



ment shall endeavor to come to an 
understanding with the United States 
government whereby thia great hardship 
will be removed, and lailing this, that 
the Canadian custom house at Tagish 
shall be closed and preventive officers 
be put on, with a strong police force, to 
turn back every man and every pound of 
goods seeking to enter the Yukon by 
that route, removing the custom bouse 
to TeBlin Lake or Glenora on the Stick- 
een. The action of the Board in this 
matter has been cqmmunicated to the 
British Columbia members of parlia- 
ment, who will be requested to back up 
tho Board's representations and tho 
other Boards of Trade in the province 
will be asked to do the same thing. Sir 
Hibbert Tupper, and Col. Douiville, 
M.P.'s, have sent forward strong repre- 
sentations to Ottawa on the subject and 
bo has tho Hon. Mr. Peters and other 
private citizens. In thiB way wo think 
that the government will be put fully in 
possession of tho wishes of the people of 
this province in the promises. It is 
hoped that Sir Charles Tupper, now 
on his way from Kugland, will 
stop in Ottawa long enough to give 
tho government his viewe on tho 
question and assure them of the support 
of tho Conservative party in any proper 
effort to protect the rights of Canadians. 

Wo think that this action ought to be 
followed up by the presentation of strong 
memorials to the government from tho 
busineBB men of all the principal citieB. 
We suggest that Winnipeg, Montreal, 
Toronto and Quebec should lead off in 
tho matter, and that tho principal news- 
papers of those cities Bhould propare 
memorials urging the Dominion govern- 
ment to take such action as is above out- 
lined, if it should be necessary. The 
Colonist has upon ita counter such a 
memorial and hopes it will be signed by 
every person in Victoria. 

We recommend this course simply as 
a precaution, for we are satisfied that this 
new exhibition of hoggiahness upon the 
part of tho Coast clique in the United 
States, which ia seeking to drive Cana- 
dian trade out of Canadian territory, 
will not win. A despatch from Ottawa 
last night said that the United States 
government had Bent a representative 
to Ottawa to Eeo what arrange- 
ments can bB made for traffic 
and mail accommodation across the 
Alaskan Btrip, which will be mutually 
advantageous to both countries. We 
have insisted from tho firat that a per- 
fectly satisfactory arrangement will be 
made, for tho reason that the United 
States haa very much more to ask frora 
Canada than Canada baa to ask from 
the United States. Nevertheless, it is 
well to be prepared against any 
contingency, and for that reason we 
urge that the people of Canada and the 
press shall take the earliest opportunity 
of Bhowing the government that they are 
in earnest in demanding the protection 
of their rights in the premises. 



The death of Hon. James Mitchell, 
lately premier of New Brunswick, is an- 
nounced. Mr. Mitchell was in point of 
years still in the prime of life, but for 
some time past he has been almost in- 
capacitated from work by reason of 
cancer of the tongue. He was 
a native of New Brunswick. He 
entered the provincial government 
in 1883 as Burveyor-general under 
Mr. Blair, subsequently taking the office 
of provincial secretary. On Mr. Blair's 
retirement to accept the portfolio of rail- 
ways under Mr. Laurier, Mr. Mitchell 
became premier, A few months ago, 
his health grew bo precarious that he re- 
signed the premiership and becanio soli- 
citor-general, which office he held at the 
time of hia death. Mr. Mitchell was a 
Conservative in politics. He was not a 
brilliant man, but bad good administra- 
tive ability and managed his several de- 
partments in a very satisfactory man- 
ner. Previous to hia entry into politics 
beheld the office of school inspector for 
Charlotte county, N,B, Ho was once 
an unsuccessful candidate for the House 
of Commons. He leaves u widow and 
one daughter. 



It appears thai «f tor all there is no 
substantial difference between what the 
Inland Sentinel now says it wants in tho 
way of transportation facilities from 
Kamloops to Teslin Lake and what the 
Colonist has expreeBod itself as in favor 
of. We see no reason for not agreeing 
to tho proposition laid down in the ex- 
tract from that paper which wo reprint 
thia morning.

he was discharged. 

The cantata "The Maid of Lome,' 
given by the choir of the First Presby- 
terian church on Wednesday was a rare 
treat. All the parts were well sustained, 
and showed thorough work in the train 
ing, which reflects much credit on Mr. 
Brown, the instructor, as well as on the 
choir and on the outside talent that as- 
sisted them. The second part of the 
programme after the cantata, was. equally 
well carried out, and much enjoyed by 
the large audience which filled the hall. 

Baron Ivan de Malcuin, the expert 
swordsman, equestrian and all round ex- 
ponent of athletics, left yesterday for 
San Francisco, where he is engaged to 
take part in a foil contest before the 
Olympic club.

Mb. James King, who haB large min- 
ing interests at Luck bury inlet twenty- 
five miles northwest of Shoal bay, ar- 
rived in tho city yesterday. He speaks 
In glowing terms of the proapectB in 
that district, and Bays that capital is 
slowly but surely coming in which will 
soon bring tho camp into prominence. 
Mr. King has intereata in ten claims and 
while lie has done little but the assess- 
ment work on these he feels confident 
that when they are developed they will 
prove payers. Work on the Victoria 
mine is progressing favorably. This is 
the mine tho ore of which, five feet he- 
low the Bur'ace, assayed if 112 gold. 
Many claims, Mr. King Bays, have been 
located in the Shoal Bay district lately 
and tho population of tho camp is in- 
creasing weekly. 



Mb. Justice Walkem yesterday re- 
served hia decision on tho application 
for an interpleader by Mr. Herbert E. 
A. Robertson, who is acting on behalf of 
Mr. M. Powers in the suit of Hayes v. 
Powers, by which plaintiff wishes to se- 
cure possession of $100, staked on tho 
Baxter-Kid Williams fight that never 
came oil'. As already published, Baxter 
claims the money, as Williams failed to 
show up in the Bcrap, but Hayes declares 
he told Powers belore the time set for 
the fight that the bet was off. Plaintiff 
claims that he had a light to revoke liiB 
bet, and besides it was a gaming trans- 
ection. Mr. Herbert E. A. Robertson 
appeared for Powers ; Mr. Geo. E. Powell 
for Hayes ; and Messrs. Drake, Jackson 
ii Helmcken for Baxter.

There is not and will not be any stam- 
pede out of Dawson, nor will any of the 
miners who are there sutler from hunger 
during the winter that is now upon them. 
Such is the welcome message that is 
brought to civilization by the very last 
parties to leave the Klondyke, and who 
found themselves in Victoria us passengers 
on the steamship Corona last evening. As 
to the alarmist report brought to Juneau 
by Auk, the Indian mail carrier, they have 
only this to say— that Auk is like all other 
Indians, a lover of the story-teller's art, 
und about us unreliable, too, aa the maj 
ity of his race. He has u the case in point 
related as his own observations the conjec- 
tures anil gloomy prophecies of disap- 
pointed miners whom he met on the trail 
during his trip out— not as the regular gov- 
ernment courier, but as u special messen- 
ger from Major Walsh, with letters to the 
const from the Salmon river. 

The Dawsoniuns who came in yesterday 
evening are J. Kastner and George Mc- 
Laughlin, both of Helena, Mont. They 
made their way along the bunks of the 
Yukon liver— being the lirst probably, who 
have ever reached the Const, from Dawson, 
by nil land travel- and in relating their ex- 
perience last night, Kasener said that ow- 
ing to the tluut ice it would havo been ut- 
terly impossible to have made the trip by 
water on the Yukon. As it wus, the men 
though they started out with two hundred 
pounds each, discarded everything possi- 
ble on the way, and so made u quick trip— 
Dawson having said good bye to them on 
the 3rd ultimp. Three other miners ac- 
companied Kastner and McLaughlin down 
to Dyea, these being George Ruth of 
Thompson Falls, Mont.; J. P. Holland of 
Butte; and William King, a Californium 
Thirty-seven days were occupied in reach- 
ing Dyea, where the Corona received them 
as passengers on the 11th instant. 

'Ihe purty on their coastward journey 
passed only thirty people also on their 
w iv oat, these having started bufore them, 
but, bsing impeded by heavier packets, 
were unable to keep up with Kastner's ris- 
ing party. The weather all through was 
fearfully severe, us low as 70 degrees below 
zero being encountered. Captain Stearns' 
parly was met twelve miles below the 
Little Salmon, and asked to be reported to 
their friends. The names ol the others 
met with Kastner does not know. 

Thirty-live miles below Rink rapids a 
party of live men endeavoring to travel 
down the river towards Dawson attempted 
to cross on the ice. Two succeeded in 
reaching the opposite shore, when the ice 
gave wuy, and ttie open water separated 
them from tueir three comrades, with 
whom were all the provisions. There wus 
no possible way of reaching the unfortun- 
ate two, and though Kastner does not 
know their fate, the outlook for their rescue 
he considered was very gloomy. This was 
on November 14. 

Twelve miles below the Big Salmon, 
Major Walsh's purty wus fallen in with, 
and Kastner confirms the report brought 
by explorer Saint Cyr as to the loss of the 
provisions and two boats, also as to the oc- 
cidental death of the man Freeman, u 
miner, this fatality having occurred be- 
tween the Little und Big Salmon rivers. 
Major Walsh was awaiting dog trains with 
fresh stocks of provisions, but Kastner feels 
quite sure that the administrator will not 
advance further than Selkirk this winter. 

Kastner hud only reached Dawson on the 
22nd of December, and he und his partners 
hud taken a lease on Nos. 20 and 15 below, 
on Bonanza creek. They had just time to 
sink two holes to see the character of their 
ground before they came away, leaving 
however two of their partners behind, who 
will continue operations throughout the 
winter. While Kastner does not share the 
belief of starvation staring the Dawsoniuns 
in the face, still he says the stores nre 
closed, and selling no more food. At the 
same time he feels confident that if the 
entire population pool their provisions there 
u ill assuredly be sullicient for nil through- 
out the winter. The great difficulty ap- 
pears to be in finding out the exact stocks 
of provisions people have, many men with 
large supplies having cached them for 
salety's sake and carefully concealed the 
fact. One very serious difficulty that the 
miners will have to face this winter is the 
want of candles, which will materially re- 
tard operations in the mines. 

Joe Brant, of Dawson, announced his in- 
tention lately of coming out with the lirst 
ice and two dog trains, his purpose being to 
convey passengers at $1,000 for the trip to 
the coast, he undertaking to look after the 
bedding and provisions. Mr. Kastner is 
somewhat doubtful as to the success of the

FAVOR THE STICKEEN liOUTE. 

Many Inquiries from Prospective Ameri- 
cans Regarding It— Will Outfit 
in Victoria. 

Mr. John Callbreath, one of the pioneer 
traders of the Stickeen River district, ar- 
rived in the city last evening by the 
steamer Corona from Port Wrungel. He 
reports that preparations are being made 
on an extensive scale all along the route 
for the expected big rush to the Klondyke 
in the spring. He has received hundreds 
of inquiries regarding the trail to 
Teslin Lake, cost of transportation, etc. 
The majority of these inquiries, strange to 
say, huve come from Americans in many 
States of the Union. The latter.it would 
appear from their letters, have received 
favorable reports ot the Stickeen river 
route and wrote Mr. Callbreath merely for 
corroboration of these. In reply to 
ueries as to the best place to 
their outfitting Mr. Callbreath has 
written that, from his experience in the 
matter he would advise prospective gold 
hunters to get their supplies in Victoria. 
The cost of transporting freight across the 
portage to Teslin lake will, he says, be 
about 20c. this season, at least at the com- 
mencement when the rush will be at its 
height. Many people he thinks will go up 
before the river opens.

STILL IRE MISSING. 



No Sitrn Has Been Had of the Three 
Boats from the Wrecked 
" Cleveland." 



Shipping: Men Count Their Occu- 
pants as Lost -Division of 
the Company. 



1'urser Whitbeck of the lost steamer 
Cleveland has a good fairy— if not, he is 
luckiest iii!»n wljo ever wcjit [<) sea. He 
was In luck to be In the skipper's boat 
when she alone passed safely through 
Alpha Channel and a landing was made ou 
Shelter Island. The luck held with him 
when he was overturned by his drunken 
Indian boatmen, and saved his life by 
swimming. Again he was In luck to have 
fair weather for his hard ride from Al- 
berni to Nanaimo, But the greatest luck 
of all was his accidental meeting with 
Captain James Gaudin, resident agent of 
the Marine Department, as a result of 
which the Quadra was yesterday despatched 
on her relief expedition . 

It was then the train stopped at Che- 
raainus that the good fairy appeared. From 
the car window the disheartened purser 
saw the trim little government steamer ly- 
ing at anchor in the harbor. 

" What man-of-war is that?" he inquired 
eagerly. 

•• Why that's not a warship," some one 
volunteered to reply—" that's the light- 
house and coast patrol steamer, the Qua- 
dra. She's just starting out on a ten-day 
cruise." 

" If I could only see her captain or agent 
for a minute," groaned Whitbeck, as the 
conductor called out " all aboard. 

A gentleman standing within earshot 
smiled affably. 

"Thai won't be difficult." he observed 
"for I'm going to Victoria by this train 
too." 

Then he was introduced to the ship 
wrecked officer as Captain Gaudin, the 
agent of marine. It took but a few words 
to make clear the situation, Captain (Jtiu 
din pencilling a hasty note and pressing it 
into the hand of the station master as the 
train began to move, with the word " take 
that to Captain Walbran and tell him not 
to move till he hears. from me." 

At the next station the order was tele- 
graphed back for the Quadra to fly back to 
v ictoria, and by midnight she was ready 
for the rescue trip. 

In addition to the agent of marine, the 
purser of the Cleveland, and the repre- 
sentatives of the underwriters who are 
looking after the salving of cargo, the 
Quadra has as guests on the trip U. S. 
Vice-Consul Sidney W. Smith, Captain R. 
Collister, the provincial inspector of hulls; 
Captain John Irving, commodore of the C 
P. N. Company, and the well known diver 
McHardie. The steamer's equipment in- 
cludes a very good launch which will no 
doubt prove serviceable in running up the 
inlets and around the many islands ot 
Barclay sound— exploring every nook ami 
corner' in which the three missing boats 
might have landed, if it should be that 
they have survived the hurricane 

The Willapa, which left tor all West 
Coast ports at about the same time as the 
Quadra, will probably arrive at Shelter 
island very little behind the government 
boat, landing there such wrecking appar- 
atus as may be of use to the commodore. 

Captain Collister, with the assistance of 
the diver accompanying the relief party 
purposes making a thorough examination 
of the wreck, the possibility remaining that 
steps to pull her oil' may prove effectual 
Something would no doubt have been pra< 
ticable in this direction had the wreck beei 
reported when it lirst occurred; indeed, it 
is a strange thing that it was not, for the 
Tees it now appears passed close to the dis- 
abled steamer on her way hack from Quat- 
siuo, and could only have missed seeing her 
by purest chance. At last reports, when 
Purser Whitbeck left the vessel, she was 
lying in a fairly sheltered position, so long 
as the wind remained in the quarter fr 
which it has been blowing during tin r 
week . 

As to the missing men, there is little 
hope entertained here that they will ever 
be seen again in life. Captain Hall as- 
cribes his successful ' passage through 
Alpha gate cbielly to the liberal use of oil 
upon the water. Each of the boats were 
provided with a large can of oil, but there 
is no indication anywhere that it had been 
used except by the skipper. The weather 
continued wild in the extreme for days 
after the striking of the ship, and tinder 
these conditions landing through tin 1 surf 
on the rocky coast would be .1 work 
fraught with "the utmost danger. Shipping 
men here look upon the "missing as 
practically entered already upon the mil of 
death. 

As remembered by Purser Whitbeck the 
division of the crew and passengers in the 
several boats was as hereunder, the lirsl 
boat only having as yet been salely landed :

Just 
before the stage left for Nanaimo, Arm- 
strong's steam launch had started for Shel- 
ter Island with the intention of cruising hi 
the adjacent hays and inlets for some signs 
of the missing boats or their occupants. 
The intention was to return to Alberni to- 
day and report any developments by wire.

WHEKE IS THE VESTA'S CEEW? 

Left the Scene of the Wreck in an Open 
Boat and No Mews of Them Yet. 

No further authentic news regarding the 
American schooner Vesu'r wrecked near 
Carmanah, was received up i n 11 i ft te hour 
last evening. There was considerable con- 
jecturing amongst vessel men, howe"^! - . M 
to the whereabouts of the whale boat e"^"" 
taining the captain and crew which le.'V 
the scene of the disaster bound for Victoria 
011 Tuesday evening. 

The boat had not reached port 
a late hour last night, and it is 
thought that the boat has been picked up 
by either the government steamer Quadra 
or the steamer Willapa, which left Wednes- 
day evening for the scene of the wreck of 
1 h ; Cleveland. The Willapa's capt tin car- 
ried instructions to lend any assistance 
possible to the distressed mariners 
rjf the Vesta, and if the whale- 
boat containing the crew took a 
direct course south it is quite 
probable that It has been met by the wil- 
lapa before this. 

The trip down the coast by the Vesta's 
men, is considered by experienced seamen 
as a hazardous one, and some fears are en- 
tertained as to the safety of the crew— in 
ease they have not been picked up by the 
Quadra or Willapa. 

Collector of Customs Milne speaking of 
the matter last evening said : 

" I consider the trip down the coast in an 
open boat a dangerous one, and if the men 
are not picked up 011 their way down they 
will experience a rough time. The dis- 
tance is over one hundred miles, the coast 
is a dangerous one and the winds are ex- 
ceedingly variable. With a head wind they 
could make but little progress, but with a fa- 
vorable wind they should have reached port 
ere this. 1 received word from the lighthouse 
keeper at Carmanah, Wednesday evening, 
stating that the wreck had been handed 
over to him by the captain, who subse- 
quently set out for Victoria with the crew. 
The lirst duty of the wrecked men will be 
to report to me, and as yet I have heard no 
thing from them."

The Cutter "Wolcott" Returns, 
Having: Landed Her Passengers 
—No News from Whalers. 



That Mysterious Rock in Mid-Atlan- 
tic— Tlie Barkentine " Wrest- 
ler " Again in Port. 



Demand from British Columbia and 
the Northwest Cities Bright- 
ening the East. 



Still another attempt has been made 
to locate the rocK which six months or 
more ago was reported in mid-Atlantic, 
the" captain of the well rtmembered 
StrathneviB reporting aa follows, from 
the log of a recent voyage from Now 
York to Hamburg ; Septemb3r 18, at 8 
a.m., being in the vicinity of the rock 
reported by the master of the Crompton 
(in lat. 47 N., long. 37:20 W., and 
expecting to pasa about four miles to 
theBOiithward of, aa a good look-out was 
kept from the bridge and masthead, but 
no indications of any rcoka were viaible. 
Weather fine, elisrht ground aea from 
westward, and very clear on the horizon. 
Any object a foot above the water could 
have been easily distinguished within a 
radius of live or six miles. The latitude 
by observation at neon, ijivea the posi- 
tion of the steamer four miles to the N. 
of dead reckoning, therefore we must 
have actually sailed over the supposed 
rock, and if this, rock doee exist, it is not 
in the position reported. Our observa- 
tions were carefully taken, and position 
can be relied upon; our chronometorB 
giving accurate reBulta; at the same time 
there was a brigantine about five or Bix 
miles to the northward of us, the hull of 
which vesBel could be easily discerned. 

THE "WOLCOTT" COMES SOUTH . 

The United Statea revenue cutter 
Wolcott was among the arrivals from the 
north yeBterday, calling at Union for 
steam coal en route down from Copper 
river to Seattle. She had landed all her 
passengers at the canneries, where the 
majority are going into winter quarters, 
although forty have made their way up 
the river a distance of fifty miles, where 
they propose engaging in winter pros- 
pecting. Some others are looking for a 

eaBS acrops to the headwaters of the 
opper. No news was obtained by the 
Wolcott of the ice-bound whaling fleet, 
nor did Bhe meet the U.S.S. Bear on her 
way to their relief. The weather is 
very mild in the vicinity of the Copper, 
nor iB there any snow at the mouth of 
the river.

After entering the straits 
the barkentine was becalmed three days at 
Race Rocks.

Holiday Trade Far Above the Aver- 
age—Two Recent Advances 
in Sugar. 



Toronto, Dec. 10.— R. G. Dun k Co.'s 
weekly statement of trade in Canuda says: 
Tho wet weather which has prevailed of 
late in the Montreal section has had an ad- 
verse effect on country business, taking 
away all the snow and putting the roads 111 
very bad shape. Collections, however, are 
reported to be very fair, and all things con- 
sidered the city wholesale trade may be re- 
ported good for the season. In heavy goods, 
such ns metals, cements, oils, paints, glass, 
etc., business is naturally dull, but other 
lines show some fair movements. Dry 
goods men speak of a sprinkling of sorting 
orders as still coming in, while travellers 
are doing well with regular spring lines. 

Clothing manufacturers say that their 
orders for the spring are unusually good, 
especially from British Columbia and the 
Northwest, but business from all sections 
is much ahead of last year. Raw furs are 
beginning to come in fairly, and with the 
general improvement in business many 
realize rather better prices than antici- 
pated early in the season; for mink es- 
pecially there has been an improved de- 
mand. Woollen manufacturers are in 
good spirits and are well employed, par- 
ticularly the knitting mills. Blanket 
manufacturers are also full of orders and 
are asking an advance on repeat orders. 

Groceries show a steady distribution. 
Sugars continue to strengthen and refiners 
have made two recent advances of a six- 
teenth, which now brings granulated up to 
•I ]/ 2 cents at the factory. The New \ork 
sugar market is reported as strong and 
active. Hides are very lirm with the de- 
mand exceeding the supply, and leathers 
naturally follow suit. In dongolas and 
sheepskins there is quite an active demand 
with a fair business doing in sole. The 
cheese market is dull, but there has been a 
good deal exported via Boston and Port- 
land since the close of navigation. 

The holiday trade among jobbers at To- 
ronto has been fairly active. The volume 
is away above former years, and merchants 
are in good spirits generally. There has 
been an unusually good demand for goods 
for Manitoba and the Northwest. Prices 
are more satisfactory than for some sea- 
sons past. There is less cutting, and pro- 
tits consequently ure better. The demand 
for heavy goods is fair. Wool dealers re- 
port large sales of wools to manufacturers. 
There is no Canadian lleece, but foreign 
wools have been substituted for these. In 
hardware there is a good demand for sea- 
sonable goods with prices firm. Metals are 
also lirm in prices. Trade in groceries is 
good with the prices of sugar lirm at the 
late advance. Canned vegetables ure in re- 
quest, with peas firmer. Dried fruits are 
selling well, with the tendency in prices 
upward. 

Cattle are in better demand, with sales of 
choice beasts fur the Xmas trade at good 
prices. Grain is less active, but prices are 
lirm. The movement of wheat and Hour 
has been greater than for many years. 

Money is unchanged, with "call loans 
quoted at four per cent, and prime com- 
mercial paper discounted at six per cent. 
New York drafts are in demand with a 
slight premium between banks. On the 
Toronto stock exchange there has been a 
fair business during the week, with some 
irregularity in prices. Toronto Railway 
and Cable bonds are higher, while loan 
companies' issues, especially the not fully 
paid up, are lower.
